Volunteers are a great help in get- 
ting the work done, said Winslow. 
Scout troops, community groups, and 
student organizations really make a 
difference. 

“T can’t express how much we ap- 
preciate the help of the students in 
getting this job done,” said Kent 
Cornaby, forestry technician at the 
Spanish Fork ranger district. 

More than 10,000 trees will be 
planted this year in a continual effort 
to maintain Utah’s forests. The trees 
planted have usually been grown for 
less than a year, and measure 12 to 18 
inches from the top to the root, said 
Winslow. If the trees survive, after 
15 years, they can be 10 feet tall. 

Trees are up against alot more than 
drought in their fight to maturity. In- 
sects, fire, and the timber industry 
can all keep a tree from surviving. 

Insects, not fire or milling, is the 
largest cause of loss in timber, said 
Brent Spencer, a forester in the 
Heber district. The mountain pine 
beetle and the spruce beetle do the 
most damage to Utah’s forests. 

Spraying for the insects is difficult, 
if not impossible to do. 

“There is nationwide concern over 
the spraying of aerial application of 
pesticides,” said Spencer. 

The pesticides may kill beneficial 
insects as well, and ultimately harm 
the wildlife. We never seem to get 
very far ahead, said Spencer.

Earth Day celebration 
to get back to nature

Cleaner air, more trees and better 
recycling is the goal of environmen- 
talists who have organized Provo’s 
first Earth Day celebration forApril 
2h 

The celebration is also based on the 
20th anniversary of the original 1970 
Earth Day in Washington D.C. The 
Provo celebration will center around 
an environmental march, which will 
lead to Kiwanis park for a festival. 

Other aspects of Earth Day include 
tree plantings, a 5-K run/walk and a 
speech and poster contest. 

Jessica McCann, publicity director 
of Earth Day in Provo, said, “Some- 
thing like this has never happened in 
Provo before. People here very sel- 
dom unite for a cause other than when 
dealing with religion.” 

The purpose of Earth Day is to edu- 
cate people about their environment 
and get people to beamore aware and 
involved; said Britt Phompson, festi- 
val committee chairperson. 

The idea of having an Earth Day 
march in Provo was conceived by 
Shaun Humphries, chairperson of the 
environmental march. “I was inspired 
by what has happened in Beijing, Ro- 
mania, and Berlin,” Humphries said. 
“T felt that in this town a lot of people 
are concerned about the environ- 
ment, but no one does anything about 
it — they just talk about it.” 

The march will begin at the field by 
the Harmon Building on BYU campus 
at 9a.m., April 21. It will go down 900 
East to Kiwanis park. Participants 
are encouraged to carry signs or ban- 
ners. Many people will be dressing as 
smoke stacks or an endangered spe- 
cies, Humphries said. 

Committee chairpersons suggested 
slogans for banners to be “Clean Our 
Air,” “Plant a Tree for Mother 
Earth,”” or “Turn Down the Heat.” 

Any group can be involved in the 
march. There will be students from 
Snow College and Southern Utah 
State University. Also, BYU clubs, 
business groups, Boy Scouts and Girl 
Scouts will take part. McCann said, 
“It’s not a bunch of ‘radicals’ — even 
grandmas and grandpas are getting 
involved.” 

Humphries said, “When we told the 
national headquarters everything 
that was going on in a little conserva- 
tive town in Utah, they were sur- 
prised and thrilled. We may get na- 
tional television coverage,” 


Humphries said. 
The festival at Kiwanis park will be 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. It will include 
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food and information booths, bands, 
speeches, and a petting zoo for chil- 
dren. “It’s going to be fun and excit- 
ing,” McCann said. 

A concern the environmentalists 
want people to become aware of 
through Earth Day is the quality of 
air in Provo. “I’m from New York 
City and I can’t believe how much 
dirtier the air is here in Provo com- 
pared to New York,” Humphries 
said. 

Another goal the environmental- 
ists have in conjunction with Earth 
Day is to plant 100,000 trees during 
April and May. Trees will be planted 
on ‘Y’ Mountain, up Hobble Creek 
Canyon, and along highways. Jeff 
Humphries said, “We are running out 
of trees. Trees are the lungs of the 
planet. and it takes so long to plant 
them and let them grow.”

This trend continued for the next 
few years as Congress drafted laws 
that would not only control air pollu- 
tion, but also water pollution, ocean 
dumping, noise pollution and pesti- 
cides. 

These years were the last great 
ones for environmentalists until the 
late 1980s. For more than a decade, 
the environmental issues got lost in 
the shuffle behind the energy crunch, 
racial unrest, unemployment and the 
domination of private industry and 


enterprise in the early 80s. 

It has been only recently that inter- 
est in and concern for the environ- 
ment has regained widespread atten- 
tion. Air quality is just one of a 
number of concerns that include recy- 
cling, deforestation and global warm- 
ing. 
The last time either house of Con- 
gress changed federal clean air laws 
was 1977. The tough new require- 
ments are one set of changes among 
many that reflect the nation’s grow- 
ing concern for the environment.

Rain brings early end 
to BYU winning streak

Dark skies and bad weather left 


game four of the BYU baseball team’s 
Saturday night battle against four- 
teenth ranked University of Hawaii 
in a tie when the game was called with 
ascore of 10-10. 

Hawaii appeared ready to win the 
fourth game of the series in Satur- 
day’s nightcap as they scored four 
runs in the first inning. Senior Randy 
Wilstead then stepped up for BYU 
and hit his 11th homerun of the season 
making the score 4-1 in the first in- 
ning. However, Hawaii came back 
with four more runs in the second in- 


“ning to'take an 8:1 lead. 


BYU battled back in the third in- 
ning when Wilstead hit his second 
homerun of the game and 12th of the 
season. Coach Gary Pullins said that 
he felt Wilstead had a “clinic” week- 
end getting six hits out of seven at 
bats in Saturday’s games. “He was 
really our leader offensively,” he said. 

Freshman Darren Milne also hit a 
homerun in the third inning. Milne hit 
the homer on his first at bat as a var- 
sity player. “Darren Milne came in 
and just did a great job,” said 
Wilstead. 

Going into the seventh inning, 
BYU led Hawaii 10-9. Hawaii tied the 
score and BYU was unable to break 
the tie before the game was called. 

Wilstead said he feels that BYU 
would have won the game had they 
been allowed to continue. “I believe 
the momentum was going our way.” 

The Cougars got off to a good start 
in game three on Saturday when they 
took a 2-0 lead in the first inning. 
Wilstead hit a double to bring in Jeff 
Howes. A wild pitch moved Wilstead 
to third base followed by Blaine Milne 
being walked. BYU was then able to 
execute a double steal to bring in an- 
other run. 

The Cougars never gave up the 
lead and went on to win game three 
8-4. 

In game two the Cougars battled in 
a close game to win 10-9. 


Senior pitcher Mike Switzer 


started on the mound for the Cougars 
in game one. Switzer got the win and 
said he felt this was one of his better 
games of the season. The Cougars 
went on to win the game 9-3. 

Pullins said the victories of the 
weekend were due to, “good perfor- 
mances from a lot of people.” He said 
there were good starting perfor- 
mances from Switzer, Mike Nielson, 
and Kendall Bennett on the mound. 

“Defensively we also played really 
well and turned some double plays,” 
he said. 

“We had a good weekend. We need 
to keep playing like that and we’ll be 
in contention for the WAC champi- 
onship,” said Switzer.
